Amend the Procedure in the Civil Bill Courts in 
Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Course of Pro- Preamble, 
cedure in the Civil ‘Bill Courts in Ireland, and to make 
better Provision for the Execution of the Decrees and 
Orders of the said Courts : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
5 most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 

1. The Provisions of this Act shall come into operation on the Commence- 
10 First Day of February One thousand eight hundred and sixty four. ment Act ‘ 



2. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “The Civil Bill Short Title. 
Courts (Ireland) Act, (1863”). 

3. From and after the Commencement of this Act, the several Certain Acts 

Acts and Parts of Acts set forth in the Schedule (A) to this Act re- 

15 annexed, to the Extent to which such Acts or Parts of Acts are by pealed, 
such Schedule expressed to be repealed, and every other Act or 
Acts or such Parts of every other Act or Acts as shall be incon- 
sistent with this Act shall be and they are hereby repealed, except 
as to anything done before the Commencement of this Act, and except 
20 so far as any of the said Acts or Parts of Acts repeal any former 
[Bill 138.] A Act 
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Act or Part of an Act ; and except also so far as may be necessary 
for tbe Purpose of supporting and continuing any Proceeding taken 
before the Commencement of this Act, and except as to the Recovery 
or Application of any Penalty for any Offence which shall have been 
committed before the Commencement of this Act. 5 

4. In the Construction of this Act, the following Words and 
Expressions shall have the Force and Meaning hereby assigned to 
them, unless there be something in the Subject or Context repugnant 
thereto : 

The Word “Person,” or “Party,” shall extend to and include any io 
Body politic, corporate, or collegiate, and whether aggregate 
or sole, and any Public Company : 

The Word “Lands” shall include Houses, Messuages and Tene- 
ments, and Premises, whether corporeal or incorporeal ; and the 
Word “ Premises” shall include Lands, Houses, and Tenements, 15 
corporeal or incorporeal : 

The Word “ County” shall extend to and include a County of a 
City, a County of a Town, a Town, a City, a Borough, and 
Riding of a County : 

The Word “Decree” shall mean a Decree or Dismiss, or any 20 
Order for the Payment of Money of the Civil Bill Court, or 
any Order for a Writ of Restitution : 

The Word “Defendant” shall mean the Person or Party whose 
Body, Goods, or Chattels may be taken under any Decree or 
Order : 25 

The Word “Bailiff” shall include High Bailiff, or other Person 
assisting in the Execution of any Decree or Order : 

The Words “Process of the Court” shall include any Decree, 
Dismiss, Order, or Writ of the Court, or other Proceeding of 
the Court : 30 

The Word “ Plaintiff” shall include not only the Plaintiff in any 
Decree, but also such Person who by any Order or Writ may 
be entitled to receive the Possession of any Land, Chattel, or 
Money. 

5. For every County in Ireland there shall be One or not more 35 
than Two High Bailiffs, as specified in the several Parts of Schedule 
(B.) to this Act annexed, whom the Chairman of the Quarter Sessions 

of such County shall be empowered, by Writing under his Hand, to 
appoint, and by like Writing to remove in case of the Inability or 
Misbehaviour of any such High Bailiff, or his becoming bankrupt or 40 
insolvent, or being convicted of any Felony or Misdemeanor ; and 
every such High Bailiff shall be empowered (subject to the 
Restrictions herein-after contained), by any Writing under his Hand, 

to 
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to appoint a sufficient Number of able and fit Persons, not 
exceeding such Number as shall be from Time to Time allowed 
by the Judge of the said Court, to be Bailiffs to assist the 
said High Bailiff, and at his Pleasure to dismiss all or any 
5 of them and appoint others in their Stead ; and every Bailiff so ap- 
pointed may also be suspended or dismissed by the Judge of the 
Court : Provided always, that the Appointment of such Assistant 
Bailiffs shall not be vacated by the Death or Removal of the High 
Bailiff, but their Acts done after such Death or Removal shall be as 
10 valid as if the High Bailiff had not died or been removed and had 
authorized their Acts, and they shall continue to 'act until they shall 
be dismissed by the Successor of the High Bailiff or by the Judge; 
and they shall be paid for their Services during the Period they shall 
so act after the Death or Removal of the High Bailiff the same 
15 Wages as they were receiving at the Date of such Death or Removal, 
and such Wages shall be paid out of the Salary and Allowances 
attached to the Office of High Bailiff : Provided also, that not more 
than One High Bailiff shall be appointed for any of the Counties 
specified in the Fourt Part of the said Schedule (B.) without the Con- 
20 sent and Approval of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor 
or Governors of Ireland. 

6. No High Bailiff or other Officer of the Court shall, either by High Bailiff 
himself or his Partner, be directly or indirectly engaged as Attorney as 

or Agent for any Party in any Proceeding in the Court of which he 
25 is such Officer ; and every Person who being such High Bailiff of a Penalty for 
Civil Bill Court shall be by himself or his Partner, or in any Way 
directly or indirectly concerned as Attorney or Agent for any Party Attorney, 
in any Proceeding in the Court of which he is the High Bailiff, shall 
for every such Offence forfeit and pay the Sum of Fifty Pounds to 
30 any Person who shall sue for the same by Civil Bill ; and no Person High Bailiff 
during the Time that he fills the Office of High Bailiff shall be a g^b-Sheriff, 
Sheriff, Sub- Sheriff, Coroner, Baronial Constable, Poor Law Guardian, &c. 
Collector of Grand Jury Cess, Collector of Poor Rates, or Collector 
of any other public Rate or Cess. 

35 7. The High Bailiff’ of every Court to be appointed under this High Bailiffs 

Act shall give Security for such Sum in such Manner and Form as Security for 
the Lord Lieutenant for Ireland from Time to Time shall order for the due 
the due Performance of his Office, and for the due accounting for, ^ f e ^ e r ™ ance 
and Payment of all Monies received by him as such High Bailiff, or Duties. 

40 which he may be liable to pay for any Neglect, Omission, or Misbe- 
haviour in his Office. 

8. The High Bailiff shall attend every Sitting of the Civil Bill Duties of 
Court at Quarter Sessions for such Time as shall be required by the Bailiff? 
Judge of that Court, unless when his Absence shall be allowed for 
[ 133.1 A 2 reasonable 
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reasonable Cause by the Judge, and shall by himself or by the 
Bailiffs appointed to assist him execute all the Decrees, Dismisses, 
and Orders issued out of the said Court, or any Warrant signed 
by the Judge of the said Court; and the said High Bailiff shall, 
in the Execution of his Duties, conform to all such general Rules 5 
as shall be from Time to Time made for regulating the Pro- 
ceedings of the Court as herein-after provided, and subject thereunto 
to the Order and Direction of the Judge of the Court. And the 
said High Bailiff shall be entitled to receive all Fees and Sums of 
Money allowed by this Act, in the Name of Fees payable to the 10 
High Bailiff, out of which he shall provide for the Execution of the 
Duties for which such Fees are allowed, and for the Payment of the 
Bailiffs appointed to assist him, according to such Scale of Remune- 
ration as shall be from Time to Time approved by the Judge ; and 
every such High Bailiff shall be responsible for all the Acts and 15 
Defaults of himself and of the Bailiffs appointed to assist him as the 
Sheriff of any County in Ireland is responsible for the Acts and 
Defaults of himself and his Officers in the Execution of any Writ or 
Process out of the Superior Courts in Ireland. 

9. The High Bailiff of each County or Division, if more than 20 
One, shall receive the annual Salary mentioned and specified in the 
Schedule (B.) to this Act annexed, in addition to the several Fees 
appointed by this Act to be paid to him, and the same shall be paid 
by Four quarterly Payments, on every Twenty-fifth Day of March, 
Twenty-fourth Day of June, Twenty-ninth Day of September, and 25 
Twenty-fifth Day of December in each and every Year, the First 
Payment thereof to be made on the Twenty-fifth Bay of March One 
thousand eight hundred and' sixty -four, and the same shall be paid 
out of such Monies as may be provided by Parliament for that Pur- 
pose: Provided always, and it is hereby expressly declared, that 30 
should it happen that Two High Bailiffs be appointed for any One 
County, then in every such Case the annual Salary payable to each 

of such Two High Bailiffs shall not exceed the Sum fixed to be paid 
to a High Bailiff for a Third-class County, as in the said Schedule (B.) 
is stated and set forth. 35 

10. There shall be payable to the High Bailiffs of the several 
Civil Bill Courts in Ireland such Fees as are set down in the Schedule 
(C.) to this Act annexed, and none other, and a Table of such 
Fees shall be put and maintained in some conspicuous Place in every 
Court House in each County where a Court for hearing of Civil 40 
Bills is held, and in the Office of the High Bailiff and in the Office of 
Clerk of the Peace, and such Fees shall be paid in the first instance 
by the Plaintiff or Party on whose Behalf such Proceeding is to be 
had, on or before the Delivery of the same to the High Bailiff ; and 

in default of Payment of such Fees the High Bailiff may refuse to 45 
execute the same. 

11. Any 
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11. Any High Bailiff, Bailiff, or other Officer empowered to Penalty of 
execute any Civil Bill Decree or Order, who shall demand or receive 

from any Person whomsoever any Sum of Money or Gratuity of any receiving 
kind soever other than the Fees legally payable on the Execution of ^ e ® r ^ an 
5 any such Decree or Order, or who shall permit or suffer any one lowed, 
on his Behalf to receive the same, shall be liable to pay the Sum of 
Ten Founds to any Person who may sue for the same by Civil Bill. 

12. If any High Bailiff or other Bailiff, or any Assistant of any Bailiff’s ex- 
Bailiff of the Civil Bill Court, acting under any Decree or Order of g°unty S of 

10 the Civil Bill Court, or under Colour or Pretence of the Process of the Misdemea- 
said Court, shall extort any Money, any Security for Money, or any nor ' 
Chattel, or any other Matter or Thing whatsoever, or shall not duly 
pay or account for all Moneys levied by him under the Authority of 
of the Process of the Court, such Person so offending shall be guilty 
15 of a Misdemeanor, punishable by a Fiue or Imprisonment or both, 
and in any Indictment for any of such Offences it shall only be 
necessary to aver that the Party charged with the Offence was a 
Bailiff of a Civil Bill Court, and that under or under Colour of the 
Process of the Civil Bill Court he did extort Money, or Security, or 
20 other Chattel, as the Case may be, or that having received Moneys 
under the Decree or Order of the Court he did not pay over or 
account for the same. 

13. Whosoever, with Intent to hinder or prevent the due Execu- Rescuing 
tion of any Civil Bill Decree or Order, shall by Threat of Violence assaulting 

25 to or Restraint of the Person of any Bailiff in the Execution of his Bailiff in 
Duty, under such Civil Bill Decree or Order, compel or induce such ^Duty! ° 
Bailiff to abandon any Seizure of the Person or Goods of the Person 
against whom said Decree or Order shall be made, and previously 
taken by him as such Bailiff under such Decree or Order, or compel 
30 or induce him not to seize or take the Body or Goods of such Person 
as aforesaid, or who shall assault any Bailiff while in the Execution of 
any Civil Bill Decree while in the Execution of his Duty as such 
Bailiff, or -who shall rescue or attempt to rescue the Body or Goods 
of any such Person taken or seized under a Civil Bill Decree or 
35 Order, shall be guilty of a Misdemeanor, and upon Conviction shall 
be liable to be imprisoned for a Period not exceeding Two Years, 
with or without Hard Labour. 

14. Whenever Two High Bailiffs shall be appointed for any One Wlien Two 
County the Appointment shall specify the Division or Divisions of

be entitled to receive and take all the Fees and Emoluments of the 
said Office arising out of Proceedings in such Division or Divisions to 
which he shall be appointed High Bailiff ; and the High Bailiff shall 
reside in the County to which he is appointed High Bailiff; and 
should there be more than One High Bailiff then the High Bailiff 5 
for the Division of the County shall reside within the Division or 
within One of the Divisions of the County to which he is appointed ; 
and each High Bailiff is required, and he shall have an Office in the 
principal Town of the County or Division of which he is the High 
Bailiff, or in such other Place as the Judge of the Court shall direct 10 
and appoint, and such Office shall be kept open for the Transaction of 
Business from Ten o’Cloclc in the Morning till Four o’Clock in the 
Afternoon on every Day in the Year except Sundays, Christmas Day, 
and Good Friday. 

15 . The Award of Execution in every Decree, Dismiss, or Order, 15 
of a Civil Bill Court in Ireland for the Payment of any Debt, 
Damages, Expenses, or Costs, shall be in the following Form in lieu 
and instead of the Award of Execution heretofore used ; viz. : — 

‘ And the several High Bailiffs of the respective Counties in 
‘ Ireland are hereby commanded to take in execution the [Body, or 20 
‘ Goods and Chattels, as the Case may be,] of the Defendants], to 
‘ satisfy the said Debt and Costs [or Damages and Costs, or Ex- 
‘ penses or Costs, as the Case may be], in pursuance of the above 
‘ Decree, Dismiss, or Order, and of the Precept of the Clerk of the 
‘ Peace hereunto annexed, or of the Precept of the Clerk of the 25 
c Peace of the County or Riding where such Goods or Body of the 
‘ Defendant [as the Case may be] shall be found.’ 

16 . It shall not be necessary that any Decree or Order of any 
Civil Bill Court shall have annexed thereto a Warrant from the 
Sheriff for the Execution thereof ; nor shall any Fee be hereafter paid 30 
or payable to the Sheriff for signing any Warrant or Precept for the 
Execution of the same, or for the levying of any Costs ; but at the 
Foot of every Decree or Order there shall be a Precept, signed by 
the Clerk of the Peace, and which he is hereby required to sign, 
directed to the High Baliiff of the Court, and his Assistants, autho- 35 
rizing any One or more of them to execute the said Decree ; and 
such Precept shall be sufficient Authority for the Execution of the 
said Decree against the Goods or Body of the Defendant in the said 
Decree named ; and such Precept shall be in the form following :

17. All Decrees and Orders of the Civil Bill Courts, or of the 
Judge of Assize on Appeal, in Ireland, shall be executed by the 
High Bailiff, or by the Assistant Bailiffs, of the Civil Bill Courts ; and 
10 no Person shall be authorized or empowered to execute any Decree 
or Order of the Civil Bill Courts, or to levy or to take in execution 
the Body or Goods of any Person under the same, unless he shall 
have been appointed such High Bailiff, or Assistant Bailiff, as afore- 
said: Provided always, that whenever the High Bailiff or any 

15 Assistant Bailiff shall be a Party in any Civil Bill Suit or Proceeding, 
and that any Decree, Dismiss, or Order shall be made therein in 
favour or against such High Bailiff, or Assistant Bailiff, it shall be 
lawful for the Judge of the Court to appoint a Special Bailiff for 
executing such Decree, Dismiss, or Order, and the Precept of the 
20 Clerk of the Peace shall be directed to such Special Bailiff, who shall 
be entitled to receive and have the Bailiff’s Fees for executing the 
same ; and the High Bailiff and his Assistant Bailiffs for the County 
of Galway shall execute all Civil Bill Decrees and Orders issuing out 
of the Court of the Recorder of Galway, and the High Bailiff for the 
25 County of Londonderry and his Assistant Bailiffs shall execute all 
Civil Bill Decrees and Orders issuing out of the Court of the Recorder 
of Londonderry : Provided also, that nothing in this Act shall be deemed 
or taken to alter the Mode of Appointment of the Officer of the Courts 
of the Recorder of Dublin or the Recorder of Cork, for the Service 
30 or Execution of the Process, Decrees, or Orders of these respective 
Courts, and the Precept for the Execution of the Decrees and Orders 
of the said Courts of the Recorders of Dublin and Cork may be signed 
by the Officers of said Courts respectively, as the said respective 
Recorders shall direct ; and the Form of the Award of Execution in 
35 any Civil Bill Decree or Order issuing out of the said Courts of the 
Recorders of Dublin and Cork shall be in such Form as the said 
respective Recorders shall direct ; and if any Doubt shall arise in the 
Application of this Act as to the Form of Decree or Order or Precept, 
or as to what Officers of the said Courts of the Recorder of Dublin 
40 and Recorder of Cork shall correspond with those named in this Act, 
under any Proceeding by Civil Bill, it shall be lawful for the Re- 
corders of the City of Dublin and Cork respectively to determine the 
same.

Writ within One Fortnight after the same shall have been delivered to 

him ; and such Decree, Order, or Writ of Restitution shall be a 
sufficient Warrant to the said High Bailiff to enter upon the Premises 
therein mentioned, with such Assistants as he shall deem necessary, 
and to take and give Possession thereof accordingly ; and in every 
Decree for the Possession of Land the High Bailiff of the County 
shall be commanded to put the Plaintiff into the Possession of the 
same ; and in every Writ of Restitution the said High Bailiff shall be 
commanded to put the Party in said Writ entitled to be restored to 
the Possession into the Possession of the Land in said Writ men- 
tioned ; and whenever the High Bailiff shall be a Party to any Pro- 
ceeding in Ejectment by Civil Bill, the Decree to Possession or the 
Writ of Restitution in such Proceeding shall not be executed by the 
High Bailiff ; but such Decree or Writ shall be directed to a Special 
Bailiff, to be named by the Judge of the Court, who shall be com- 
manded to execute the same, and no other Person shall execute the 
same ; and such Special Bailiff shall have all the Powers and Authority 
hereby conferred on the High Bailiff for giving or taking Possession 
under any Civil Bill Decree or Writ of Restitution : Provided always, 
that where, in any Decree to Possession, or in any Dismiss in any 
Ejectment Case, Costs .shall have been awarded, and where the 
Execution of such Decree, Dismiss, Writ of Restitution, Order 
Affirmance or Reversal thereof, is only sought for the levying of Costs 
therein awarded, the Warrant or Precept for the Levy of such Costs 
may be executed by any of the Assistant Bailiffs of the said Court; 
and in case the High Bailiff or any Assistant Bailiff should be a Party 
thereto, then by a Special Bailiff to be named by the Court, as 
herein-before is provided for the Execution of Civil Bill Decrees and 
Civil Bill Orders ; and the High Bailiffs of the Courts in the respective Counties 
14 & 15 Viet a kall execute the Decrees mentioned in the Act passed in the Four-

5 19. The High Bailiff or other Officer executing any Decree or High Bailiff 

Order may seize and take the Goods and Chattels, Money or Bank g^Notes 
Notes, whether of the Bank of Ireland or of any other Bank, and any & c . 
Cheques, Bills of Exchange, Promissory Notes, Bonds, Specialities, or 
Securities for Money belonging to any Person against whom any Exe- 
10 cution in the said Decree or Order shall have issued ; and the High 
Bailiff shall hold any Cheques, Bills of Exchange, Promissory Notes, 

Bonds, Specialities, or other Securities for Money, which shall have 
been so seized or taken as aforesaid, as a Security or Securities for 
the Amount directed to be levied under such Decree or Order, or so 
15 much thereof as shall not have been otherwise levied or raised for 
the Benefit of the Plaintiff or other Party entitled under such Decree 
or Order. And the Plaintiff or the Party entitled under such Decree 
or Order may sue in the Name of the Defendant, or in the Name of 
any Person in whose Name the Defendant might have sued, for the 
20 Recovery of the Sum or Sums secured or made payable thereby, 
when the Time for Payment thereof shall have arrived. 

20. Every High Bailiff shall keep Books, One of which shall be High Bailiff 
called the Ejectment Book, and he shall enter in such Book the g 0 ^® p 
several Decrees and Orders for Possession and the Writs of Resti- 
25 tution which may be delivered to him for Execution, specifying the 
Parties Names thereto, the Name of the Lands, and the Barony in 
which the same are situated, the Date of the Decree or Order, or 
Writ'of Restitution, when the same was delivered to him for Execution, 
and when and how the same was executed, and, in Cases for the Non- 
30 payment of Rent, the Sum endorsed on such Decree or Order as due 
for Rent, and if the said Decrees, Orders, and Writs of Restitution 
have not been executed, the Cause of the Non-execution thereof 
shall be stated ; and one other of the said Books shall contain Entries 
of all Decrees and Orders given to him for Execution, specifying the 
35 Names of the Parties, the Sums due on Foot thereof for Debt, 

Damages, Expenses, and Costs, and the Sums payable for Bailiff’s 
Fees, and the precise Time and Hour when the same was delivered for 
Execution, and when and how executed, and, if not executed, why the 
same was not executed; and when more than One Decree or Order shall 
40 be given to him for Execution against the same Person, the said 
High Bailiff shall execute the same in the Order of Time that the 
same were delivered to him, and as set out in the said Book. And 
whenever the High Bailiff shall not execute and levy any Civil Bill D ecre e, 
Decree to Possession, Writ of Restitution, Decree, or Order of the Writ, &c.

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Civil Bill Court delivered to him for Execution, he shall endorse 
thereon the Reason why the same was not so executed, and he shall, 
at the Request of the Plaintiff, or such other Person as may be 
entitled to demand the same from him, deliver back such Decree, 
Writ, or Order so endorsed, when he shall be required to do so ; and 5 
the said High Bailiff shall deliver into the Office of the Clerk of the 
Peace, on the First Day of the Sessions in the Month of January in 
each Year, a Duplicate Copy of the said Books. 

21. It shall be lawful for the High Bailiff of any Civil Bill 
Court, with the Approval of the Judge of the Court, or, in case of 10 
Inability of the High Bailiff to make such Appointment, for the 
Judge of the Court, to appoint from Time to Time a Deputy High 
Bailiff to act for the said High Bailiff when he the said High Bailiff 
shall be prevented by Illness, unavoidable Absence, or from any other 
Necessity which may prevent him from acting in his Office of High 15 
Bailiff, and upon the Necessity for appointing such Deputy the said 
Judge of the Court alone shall decide ; and such Deputy, -while acting 
under such Appointment, shall have the like Powers and Privileges, 
and be subject to the like Provisions, Duties, and Penalties for Mis- 
behaviour, as if he were the High Bailiff for the Time being, and he 20 
may be removed by the Judge of the Court at his Pleasure. 

22. The High Bailiff of every Civil Bill Court in Ireland and his 
Assistant Bailiffs shall have, in the Execution of the Decrees, Dis-
